JJ*The long agony is at last over. Congress 
has been organized by the election of a very mod- 
erate .Republican Speaker — Gov. Pinnimoton, 
of New Jersey. Gov. Penuington is of Whig 
antecedents, but voted for Fremont and Dayton 
in 1856 He belongs to the Corwin School of 
Republicans, who are so moderate iD their views 
that we are induced to believe that they would 
readily waive all action on the slavery question 
for the sake of harmony and peacs. Certainly 
Jlr. Pennington should never have received the 
rote of a solitary Southern Opposition Congress 
man, and we are gratified to see that they did all 
in their power to prevent the election of any one 
at all identified with- the Republican organiza- 
tion. Now that their efforts were unsuccessful, 
we van only hope that the Speaker elect may 
discharge his duties fairly, impartially and effi 
ciently. It is a matter of doubt whether or not 
the election of any able, sensible, and moderate 
man was not preferable to a continuation of the 
tuimoil, strife, and ill blood, consequent upon 
the failure to organize. Still we would not have 
contributed to the result, but would have reaisted 
it to the last Now that an electiou has been 
had, we trust that Congress will for a time aban- 
don the everlasting negro, and devote them- 
selves to the practical business interests of the 
country. 

ICTOn yesterday Mr. Cissell made au able 
apcech in opposition to the •repeal of the law of 
1833, which we trust will have a good effect up- 
on the Senate. We repeat our earneat hope 
that the Senate will exercise the conservative 
power given to it by the Constitution and reject 
the House bill. As the law now stands, the 
farmer, the manufacturer, the mechanic, and 
every class of our citizens, can freely import 
slaves for thier own use from other States, the on 
ly restriction upon them being one which is ab 
aolutely necessary to make the purchaser care 
fui that the slave shall be of good character — 
The law does not prohibit men who really need 
the labor of slaves for their own use from bring- 
ing into the State the only description of ser- 
vants which such men want or the good of the 
Commonwealth permits to be brought in. The 
[enalty for selling stares within a specified 
time is necessary to prevent their importation 
under false pieteuses. The law only excludes 
the vicious and insubordinate slavea of other 
States, who are a curse to any community in 
which they may live. It does prohibit men from 
bringing slaves to Kentucky for the purpose of 
traffic, and this is the best feature of the bill. It 
does strike at the speculator in human flesh - at 
the buzzard who hovera about, seeking criminals, 
and unmanageable negroes, whom he can buy at 
a lew price from those who are anxious to get 
rid ot them, for the purpose of transporting 
them to localities where their infamous and dan 
gerous character is unknown, and then selling 
them at the peril of Mm lives and property of 
the buyera, and of what is more precious than 
either life or property — the honor of those dear- 
est to them ; can any humane man, can any slave- 
holder object to ibis'? 

Senator Fiss and thi Bank Owiccrs. — In 
his argument against the bill to increasa the 
capital of the Commercial Bank, and allow it to 
create additional branches, Senator Fisk took 
occasion to make a sweeping charge against the 
bank officers of the State as being men who bad 
not capacity to manage their own private busi- 
ness, but who had failed as commission mer- 
chants, Ac. He mentioned as among the honors 
hie exceptions the Senator (Taylor,) from Ms. 
son, who was a Bank President, and he had never 
failed in anything he undertook. He said he 
welt remembered the importation of such bauk 
officers into Maysville, as be had described, 
while he lived there, but he would not designate 
them by name. 

Air. Peunebaker replied to these remarks of 
Mr. Fisk, and showed that the charge was un- 
just and untrue so far as the Louisville Bank of- 
ficers were concerned. They were all, with one 
single exception, gentlemen of fortune, who 
have made their own tortuues by their own in- 
duslry and economy And the bond of the gen 
tleinan mentioned as an exception, was ample 
with the very best security for all his liability as 
cashier.

He could not say whether it was so 
in Mr. Fist's city; he knows best as to the 
character of the citizens of Covington, but Mr 
Penuebaker did not believe that there were such 
bank officers even in Covington.

Substance of the Remarks of Mr. Bur 
nam, of Madison, addressed In the 
House of Representatives, on the BUI 
In Relation to “The Effects of Jury 
Trials on Will Cues" on the let of 

February. 

Mr Bubnau said: 

Mr Speaker : — The bill a •• under considera- 
tion was, at an early day of the seaeiou, report 
ed by the committee on Revised Statutes, with 
an expression of opinion that it ought to be 
passed into a law. Tbe bill is substantially tbe 
same with one passed by a large majoritv in the 
House of Representatives of the last Legists 
lure, but which failed in the Senate oq account 
of the lateness in the session in which it was 
called up. I am greatly surprised in tbo ac- 
tion of the Judiciary committee, who have re- 
ported this bill back to the House with expres 
(ions of hostility to iu passage. My opinion, 
however, stands unaffected by tbeir adverse re- 
port, and 1 trust the House, disregarding tbeir 
report, will pass the bill. 1 propose briefly to 
state the reasons for this opinion. 

In all common law suits in this State, Juries 
are constituted tbe judges of the facts. By tbe 
act of 1797, which authorized wills to be con- 
tested in chancery, it was provided that a jury 
should be impanneled to u-y the issue, whether 
tbe writing in contests was or not tbe trae last 
will and testament of the testator, and the law 
gave to tbe verdict of the jury the same force 
and effeot that such verdicts have in all common 
law cases, neither more nor less. That law re- 
mained iu force from tbe date of its enactment, 
iu 1790, uutil the year 1852, when the Revised 
Statutes went into effect It has been said by 
two of the commissioners sntrusted with the 
revision of the Statutes, that the chapter on 
wills was not designed to change the effects of 
the verdicts of juries in will cases from what it 
was before; and, by a large number of the most 
distinguished members ot the legal profession, 
it is contended that its language does uol make 
tbia change. The Court of Appeals, however, 
in the case of Overton to. Oterten’e ex'r., re 
ported, in the 18tb volume of Ben. Monroe's 
reports, in the case of Hooter's will, (manuscript 
opinion,) and iu other cases have decided other 
wiss. 

Wills are usually attacked upon three grounds, 
or one or more of them. Want of disposing 
capacity in the tescator; undue influence brought 
to bear upon the maker of the will by similar 
influences; or fraud iu tbe procurement of tbs 
paper sst up and relied on as a valid will. 

Now, Sir, upon the same grounds every other 
instrument of writing, and every verbal con 
tract, or other transaction, which may be made 
the subject matter of litigation in courts, may 
be assailed and tried before a jury who are tbe 
judges of the tacts. In the trial of indictments 
for murder, and all kinds of felonies, juries are 
the judges of the facts, and the main fact of the 
capacity of the accused to commit the crime 
for which he stands indicted and arraigned. — 
Why should juries be made the judges of the 
facta in all other cases, civil and criminal, and 
not be in will cases? In these, and in all other 
caies, it is the province and duty of the court to 
instruct the jury what legal capacity is, wbat un- 
due influence is, and wbat fraud is. and in all, 
except the first class wherein the validity of 
the wills is questioned, the jury apply tbs facts, 
and judge of tbeir credibility, force and effect, 
and decide whether the facts proved come up to 
tbs standard of capacity, undue influence, or 
fraud, aa expounded by the court. Juries also 
did this in will cases in this Commonwealth 
during a period of fifty-five years, and why shall 
not this power be restored to thstn? Why, I re 
peat the inquiry, and demaud of the Honorable 
Chairman of tbs Judiciary committee an an- 
swer, are juries not as competent to exercise this 
power in will cases aa in all ethers < 

Sir, 1 avow it as my deliberate conviction, that 
juries are much safer depositories and triers of 
facts than courts. Tbe latter are protesaionai 
men, withdrawn in a great degree from the pur 
suits and ordinary business of the masses of 
mankind, and whose judgments of classsss of 
facta are often permanently impressed and warp- 
ed by previous prolessioual engagements. — 
Twelve summon sense men. of good character, 
selected from the mate of society, familiar with 
the pursuits and busiusaa of men generally, fa- 
miliar with their motives and the principles and 
forces that act upon them, and of the expedients 
and machinery which they employ to forward 
their ends, are much mors reliable and safer 
judges of the application and effects of facts, 
than judges whose duties abstract them trom the 
daily pursuits which constitute the chief inter 
esu of society. It is so in will cases. 

The opportunity and legal means by which 
wills may be contested are given not to subvert 
wills properly made; not to Impair that great 
right, secured to all men of sound minds and 
proper feelings, to dispose, by last will and tea 
lament, ef the accumulations of their industry 
and inherited estate, and which I would be the 
last man on this floor to overthrow or to impair 
1 know, as Chancellor Kent has beautifully said, 
that “old age is apt to be solitary aud neglected, 
and that the wills of old and feeble men should 
be regarded with the greatest tenderness and 
charity.’’ The restoration ef the power former 
ly conferred on juries proposed by this bill, in no 
wise conflicts with this time honored legal prin- 
ciple. But the legal right to contest wills is 
given to prevent wicked and crafty and inter- 
ested persons from making wills for old, super 
anuatad and incompetent men, to prevent chil- 
dren and relations living with aged and childish 
parents, and who have obtained an undue influ- 
ence over them from procuring those under their 
dominion and control to make wills, devising to 
tkem tbeir property, disinheriting wholly, or, to 
a great extent, other children who may hare left 
tbe family. It it to prevent crafty priests in the 
dying hour, slaves iu the solitude of friendless 
chambers, and all intriguers daily associated 
with others, whose mind, will, and health have 
been enfeebled by age, disease and dissipated 
habits, from concocting fraudulent wills to be 
executed by such aged, infirm and dissipated per 
sons, securing estates to themselves, and exclud 
tug those who have an equal natural right to 
the property of common ancestors. It is to pre 
tent these things that the lews guarantee the 
right to contest wills, und of the facts in auch 
cases juries are much safer judges than courts. 
If this proposition be denied, and the honorable 
Judiciary committes think juries unfit to decide 
on facts, why hare they not recommended tbe 
abolishment of jury trials altogether? 

This they dare not do The trial by jury is 
one of the greateel bulwarks thrown around the 
rights aud liberties ef the citizen. It has de- 
scended to ns as one of the leading principles in 
that great charter of English freedom, wrung 
out at Runnymede by the barons of England 
from the tears ot an ambitious and grasping des 
pot. If a jury abuse its power in a will case, 
the court can give tbe same remedy that exists 
in all other cases by grantings new trial. 

Our Supreme Court has decided that a verdict 
of a jury, in a will case, under the Revised 
Statutes, shall have, in tbe Circuit Court, the 
same effect that it has in ordinary jury cases, 
which, in tbe Court of Appeals, the same verdict 
shall have no effect whatever. Surely the revis 
ere could not have intended a provision so absurd, 
even if their language be crude enough to au 
tborize such a construction. While the courts 
are to be respected and sustained in their just 
powers and authority, they loo are the proper sub- 
jects of vigilant supervision. There is ao power 
to correct tbe judgments of our highest courts 
Irresponsible power is alwsys subject to abuse 
The tendency of all orders of magistracy and 
depositories of power is continually to draw to 
thomselves more powei. Hence courts are ever 
prone to encroach on tbe powers and rights of 
juries. They, too, must be watched. Wby,3ir 
should not the courts bo compelled by this bill 
to restore to juries, in will cases, that portion 
of their power and rights which has been usurp 
ed? 

In a late conversation with one of the ablest 
aud most distinguished lawyers sod purestsutes 
men in this land (Hon. Mr. Davia, of Bourbon,) 
and whose views upon this bill perfectly accord 
with my own, he stated to me that in twelve 
years, during which time ha had been engaged in 
more than thirty will cases, sometimes for and 
sometimes against them, he had never yet known 
a will suxuhwd by the verdict ot a jury that 



ought not to have beeu sustained, or will set 
aside, that ought not to have been condemned, 
either from want of capacity on the part of the 
testator, or the fraud and undue influence of the 
devisers or some of them. Such has been the 
result of my own more limited experience. I go 
farther and say, that in my judgment a number 
of those wills, of which we have reported ac- 
counts in the various volumes of tbe Kentucky 
deciaious, and which have been established by the 
mandates of tbe courts, should have been scout 
ed and rejected with contempt. It ia not neces 
aary to name them, for many of them will im- 
mediately recur to tbe memory of tbe lawyers on 
this floor. 

There are, Mr. Speaker, other important con- 
siderations which address themselves to my 
mind with great force in favor of tho passage of 
this bill. In the earlier history of the State, 
will cases were directly appealable from the 
County Courts to the Court of Appeals, and the 
witnesses could be summoned in person before 

the latter court By the act of , (Lough 

borough'e Digest, 585,) this law was changed, 
and since appeals in these cases are brought up 
only from the Circuit Court to the Court of Ap 
peals. W ell now, sir, in this class of cases, as is 
well known, there are always many witnessesex 
amined, and bills of exceptions, uo matter how 
carefully prepared, never do, in fact, portray the 
case as it was seen by the inferior courts. On 
psper the testimony of ono man, carelully writ- 
ten out, looks as well as that of another, when 
the impression made upon the court who saw 
the witnesses when they testified, observed their 
deportment and knew their souudings might just 
ly have given more credit to one than another, 
although, according to the strict rules of evi 
deuce, the character of neither could have been 
successfully attacked. 

1 regard this bill as one of great importance, 
it is, in no respect, revolutionary or disorganising. 
It involves uo change in the statute laws that 
looks forward to a mere speculative and con 
jectural benefit. It only requires that when, 
hereafter, a cause is brought to the Court of Ap 
peals, trom oue of the Circuit Courts of this 
Commonwealth, in which the validity of a will 
is the subject ot controversy, aud is reversed, tbe 
effect of that reversal shall be to have the cause 
remanded to tbe Circuit Court for a tenui facias 
de novo, aud now that a mandate shall directly 
issue to tbe County Court of the county in which 
the testator died, directing the will to be either 
recorded or rejected. Iu the absence of any 
written report from tbe committee, showing its 
prejudicial influences, and with my convictious 
unshaken by the eloquent appeals of my friends 
from Louisville and Lexington, (Messrs. Wolfe 
and Buckner,) 1 close with an earnest appeal to 
the House to sustain tbe provisions of the bill as 
eminently wise, conservative and just.
